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A New Islamnd.
REEMARKABLE PHENOMENA. y|
A correspondent of the London Times,

writing from Athens, Greece, announces

that a new Island began to rise above the

level of the sea in the Bay ot Thera (San-|

torin,) in the Grecian Archipeligo, on the
4th of February, and jn five days it.at
taived the hieight of fiom one hundred antl
thirty to onc hundred and fifty feet, with
a length of upwards of three hundred and
fifty feet, and u breadth of one hundred
feet, Tt continues to increase, and cun-
sists of a rusty Llack metalic lava, very
heavy, and resembling half smelted scorin
-which has boiled up from a furnace. It
contains many small whitish, semi trans-
parent particles, disseminated through the
mass-like quartz or feldspar.

The eruption began on the 81st of Jan-
uary. A noise like volieys of artillery was

| heard, but without any earthquake. On
An old Grecian philosopher adyises all |

the following day flames issued from the
sea, o & part of the bay called Vulkanos,
where the water is discolored and impreg-
nated with sulphur from abundant springs
at the bottom. The flames rose at inter-
vals to the height of fifteen feet, and were
seen at times to issue from the southwest-
ern part of Nea Kaimene, That island
was soon rent by a deep fissure, and the
southern part sank considerably.

On the 4th of Pebraary the eruptions |

became more violent and the sea more dis
turbed. Gas firced itsell up from the
depths with terrific noise, resembling the
bursting of a steam Loiler; flames arose at

i . Po :
| intervals, aed white smoke, rising steadily

formed an imwmense column, crowned witl:
a curled eapital of dark, heavy clouds.—
The new island was visible next moruing,
increasing sensibly to the eye as it rose out
of the sea at no great distane to the souih
of Kea Kaimene.

The vew island has been visited by Dr.
Dekiga'la, a man of science and an able
observer, who will record aceurately all the
rhcnumc-tm of the cruption s it proceeds.
The heat of the sca rose from 62 Fabren-
heit to 122 as near the vicinity of voleanie
action as it was sale to approach The
bottom of the sea all round Kea Kaimene
a{lpuars to have risen greatly. In one
place, where the depth is marked on the
Admiralty chart one bundred futhoms, it
was found to be now only thirty, and at
another where it was seventeen it is now
only three fathoms.

But should a fissure
at the bottom of the sea allow the water to
peuetrate to the fires thut throw up the
welted metal of the new island to the sur
fuce, an cruption may take place of a kind

but far more terrible.

The eraption that formed the present
island of Nca Kaimene began in the year
1707, and the voleanic action continued,
without *l-lir._'_' iy serious injury tu the
inhabitants of Thera, until 1713, It is
pessible the prescnt eruption may coutinue
as long, and be as mild in its operation,
But as late as 1650 a terrible eraption laid
waste a great part of the island, and raised
an islaud ou its portheastern const, which
soon agenin sauk iuto the sca, lcu\'mg a

first appearunce in the year 195 betore the
Christian era.
